Again the influence of powerful rail- 
road corporations has en too much 
for those who desire to reform the fla- 
grant abuses they inflict upon the 
people; and these influences will con- 
tinue ali- powerful, and neutralize all 
attempt at reform until the people 
deal with faithless constituents in some 
manner Com measurable with the enor- 
mity of their treachery.” 

If the editor of the Appeal had taken 
the trouble, as we did, of reading the 
Reagan bill, and looking into its ope- 
rations, be would never have been be- 
trayed into the folly of supporting it, 
unless he is possessed of much less good 
sense and honesty than we give him 
credit for. The bill was a monstros- 
ity and its execution would have been 
an impossibility. The railroads doubt- 
less sent good talkers before that 
committee, aod convinced its mem- 
bers, as they could easily have cun- 
vinced the editor of the Appeal, and 
all of his readers, that it would bea 
blow at the business of half the East- 
ern states. What the Nevada method 
may be, at which, the Appeal darkly 
hints, we can only guess; but we have 
no idea at all that any extra induce- 
ment was necessary to convince the 
majority of that committee. We are 
much more inclined to believe that 
the three who voted for it were 
willing te be corrupted, than that the 
seven were. This charge of corrup- 
tion upon every one wo differs with 
them in opinion isa very old and very 
weak argument. It is about the ouly 
one the Appeal and Chronicle have left, 
however.

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A Word to the Wise. 


At the opening of court Wednes- 

ay Judge King called the bar of 
Washoe county together and told 
them that he deemed it more pro- 
fessional for attorneys to make mo- 
tions in court than through the news- 
papers. In the case of Washoe county 

vs. Walker, the case was arrested for 

six weeks and no motion has heen 
made by the District Attorney to have 
it taken up. In the case of Moresi, 
Queen had done all the work there 
was for him to do before any other 
attorney was engaged.

Tt ia not to be denied that 
some of the books that we have consid- 
ered are superior to those of similar 
kind pow ip use; but we have been un- 
able to devise any plan for the introduo- 
tion of new books that will not subject 
parents to such additional expense as 
they seem hardly able to afford owing 
to the depressed business affairs through - 
optthe Brite. We feel confident, more- 
over, that an efficient corps of teachers 
will empley successfully in the future 
the readers and arithmetics that they 
have profitably used during the last 
four years, and that they will cheer- 
fully await the arzival of a more auspi- 
cious season for making the changes de- 
sired. In order to bridge over the gap 
between the small and large arithmetics 
of Robisben’s | series, of which some 
teachers complain, we have recom, 
mended Robinson's Rudiments, which 
may be used together with the other 
two books of the series, or to the exclu- 
sion of the first book, or not at all, as 


may be deemed best in the discretion of 
the teacher.

The dimensions of the Fouodation 
are 42 feet 6 itches by 72 feet 6 inches. 
The tower ‘placed en the center of 
front, 15215. The ‘foundstion walls 
are sunk below the grade line two 
feet, and are two, feet. thick, of solid 
stone masonry." The foundation 
walls above the grade are of brick, 
three fect high, with numerous pro- 
jections to receive buttresses. The 
super-structure is baloon frame, both 
substantial and ornamental. 7 
The sills are 6x8, the floor joists 
$x12, the studding 6x6 and 3x6, the 
roof, self-supporting trusses. The 
whole exterior is boarded diagonally, 
and finished in redwood. The cor- 
nices are geometrical figures, used in 
tracery and panels, The roof is 
shingled with fancy cut shingles, 
inted to imitate slate, an iron crest- 
ing extending the length of the ridge. 
The rear gable is surmounted with a 
cross. The windows are 3111, with 
gothic heads, massive caps and sills. 
The height of the tower on front will 
be about 100 feet from grade to tip of 
cross. It will be ornamented in the 
same style as the main building. 
The main entrance is in front of the 


tower. The doors tothe main entrance 
are gothic, with geometrical figures 
used in panels, also gothic cap over 
doors, supported by columns, The 
second story of tower will have a mul- 
lion gothic window on each side to 
give light to thechoir. The belfry 
windows will be the same as the choir 
windows, with the exception of slat 
ventilatora. The double buttresses on 
the corner of the buildiog are sur- 
mounted with ornemental pinnacles. 

The interior of the church is plast- 
ered, with hard finish, ceilingscerniced 
and paneled, a large wheel window 
lighting up the arch in the rear of the 
altar. The entire walls are waipscot- 
ted six feet high. The interior is di- 
vided into nave, sanctuary and vesti- 
bule, with open staircase extending 
from vestibule to choir. The space 
in the nave is divided into three rows 
of seats and two aisles. The edifice 
is a type of English gothic church 
architecture, and will be, when com- 

leted, a great ornament to the town.

of $6,000. The construction of such 
a fine building is highly creditable to 
the Catholic congregation of Reno 
As soon as the needed lumber is re- 
ceived from Truckee, work wi re- 
commenced, and will be continued 
nutil the completion of the church.
